AN AWFUL FATE. 


Secretary Tracy’s Wife and 
Daughter Perish During 
the Burning of Their 
Mansion. 


The Mother Meets Death by Jump- 
ing From a Second-Story 
Window, 


While the Charred Remains of 
the Daughter Are Found 
in the Ruins. 


The Secretary Rescued in an Un- 
conscious Condition by 
Firemen. 


The Biackened Corpse of a Female De- 
mestic Adds to the Horrer of the Scene 
~—Mrs. Wilmerding, a Married Daughter, 
and a Granddaughter Escape With 
Painfal Bruises by Leaping From 
Their Bed. Room Windew te the 
Terrace Below — Secretary Tra- 
cy Lying in * Critical Con- 
dition Unconscieus of the Calamity That 
Has Befallen Him—How the Fire Origin- 
ated—Flight of Terror-Stricken Servants 
—Heroitc Werk of the Firemen—Chiecf 
Parris’ Statement—The Butler“ . 
Scenes and Incidents. 


ASHINGTON, D.C., 

Feb. 3.—A terrible 

calamity visited 

the household of 

Secretary Tracy 

this morning, 

whereby three per- 

sons lost their 

lives and three 

others were badly 

injured. It is im- 

possibie at this 

writing to state the 

exact details. The 

house is a three- 

story and base- 

ment brick, situ- 

ated on I street, 

between Connecticut avenue and Seventeenth 

street, and has recently undergone extensive 

improvements. Persons passing the house at 

7 o’olock this morning saw smoke issuing 

from the front windows, and at once raised an 

alarm of fire. The fire and police departments 
responded promptly. 

The premises were almost concealed bya 
dense smoke which was thickened by a heavy 
fog which was just lifting. It was soon dis- 
covered that the house was all ablaze inside 
and the maip stairway was burnt,thus cutting 
off communication with the sleeping apart- 
ments on the second and third floors. Several 
streame of water were played on the flames 
and every effort was made to check the fre 
and to rescue the inmates. 


SPRANG FROM A SECOND-STORY WINDOW. 


A scene of the wiidest confusion ensued 
when it was known that all the members of 
the family were in the house. The fremen 
behaved like heroesin the emergency, and 
went through fire and smoke in searching for 
them Inthe different apartments. Mrs. Wil- 
merding, the Secretary’s daughter, and Miss 
Wilmerding forced their way through the 
biinding smoke and jumped from the second 
story window front. Ladders were raised for 
them, but in their excitement they failed to 
see them. Mrs. Wilmerding broke har left 
wrist and was severely bruised. Her daughter 
was badly injured about the lower limbs, but 
broke no bones. They both suffered severely 
from the shock. They were taken to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Baxter near by and restoratives 
applied. 

TWO CHARRED BODIES. 

Almost at the same time two bodies were 

taken from the burning building. One was

SECRETARY TRACY’S ESCAPE. 


Secretary Tracy himself had a most won- 
drous escape and is now lying ina somewhat 
precarious condition at the residence of Hon. 
J. O. Bancroft Davis, on H street, near 
Bighteenth street. Like the others he was 
overcome in his sleep by the smoke, which 
filled the house and rendered him completely 
helpless. He was discovered in this condl- 
tion and with considerable difficulty was re- 
moved toa place near one of the windows. 
Cries for a ladder were quickly answered and 
many willing hands were raised to assist him 
to the ground. He was at once 
removed to a neighboring house 
and was soon surrounded by physi- 
clans, including Dre. Wales and Ruth, He 
was suffering from asphyxia. The doctors 
applied artificial means to induce respiration 
and succeeded afteran hour’s work in re- 
storing him to semi-consciousness. It was 
then thought gafe to remove him to 
Davis’ bouse. He improved slowly from f 


front 


gradually gaining in strength. His friends 
are Very sanguine of his complete recovery. 
CHIEF PARRIS’ STATEMENT. 

Chief Parris of the Fire u. gate tet told his 
story as follows: 

»I paid no attention to the fire when I heard 
there were people in the house. I felt my way 
through the smoke to the second floor and 
found a man in bed in a room. I tried 
to pick him up, but he was al- 
most too heavy. I managed to drag 
him into a back room where there was 
more air and then I broke the window out and 
called to Lowe, who was in the alley, to 
run upaladder. Then they took the man out 
and it proved to be the Secretary. I could 
not move him any further for I was exhausted 
and full up to the neck with smoke. Then

I went back into the smoke and fire 
again and found a young lady—Miss Mary 
Tracy, they tell me, it was, and as I caught 
bold of her wrists to lift her up the flesh came 
off her Durning hands. She had been burned. 
I got her out, but she was dead.’’ 

Dr. Ruth, at the solicitation of friends, vis- 
ited the undertaker’s establishment and iden- 
tified Miss Tracy. He made a hurried examin- 
ation and found she had died from suffocation. 
Mrs. Tracy was found to have died from rup- 
ture of blood vessels. 

A geutieman who saw the fre said never in 
bis life did he see or hear of suchaesight. ‘‘It 
seemed, he said, as though hell had broken 
loose and sent its fery tongue to earth. The 
whole building seemed one seething mass of 
flames, bursting from every point. 
Scream followed scream, each one more 
horrible and bloodecurdling than the 
other, from the interior of the building. 
Only a few people were passing at the time, 
and they seemed bewildered. The engines 
soon arrived. You know the rest. 

STORIES OF THE SERVANTS. 

Turner is a footman at the Tracy 
residence. He was an eye-witness of part of 
the fire. He was up and dressed before 7 
o’clock and was prepared to go upstairs 
to clean the silver. He slept in the basement. 
„Just as I was starting up stairs, said he, 
**a colored man rang the bell and told the, 
butter, who answered it, that the house was 
on fire.’ 

„The butler ran upstairs and immediately 
rushed back, shouting: ‘My God, the house is 
on fire.’ 

„»The entire first floor was in flames. We 
ran out the front door. Mrs. Wilmerding and 
ber daughter wereatthe front second story 
window screaming forhelp. Both the ladies 
presently jamped. Neither struck on their 
feet, but feli on their sides. 

The house of Mr. E. 8. Rheem, No. 821 Sev- 
enteenth street, itself almost captured by the 
fire, was throwa open for the reception of the 
dead and dying. Mrs. Tracy, still alive, was 
broughtin by a couple of firemen and was 
placed on a sofa: It was a little after 
8 o’clock when she apa up «8 
little blood. hardly enough to be 
termed a hemorrhage, closed her eyes, and 
without a moan ceased to breathe. Her body 
was removed to the residence of Attorney- 
General Miller. The cook, scorched and 
blackened until she had an Ethloplau appear- 
ance, but not seriously injured, was next 
broughtin. She was provided with an up- 
stairs room. 

Secretary ‘liacy was the third sufferer to be 
sheltered under Mr. Rheem’s roof. 


THE FIRST ALARM. 

Charley Boss, whois the fireman of No. 1 
engine, which was the first to reach the scene 
of the fire, said toareporter: ‘‘I was awak- 
ened by a yell of fre. I looked at my watch— 
it was 4 minutes to 7. I jumped out of bed and 
turned the engine out. When we reached the 
house a mass of flames was pouring out of the 
first or parlor floor. I turmed in the alarm im- 
mediately and afterwards a general alarm. 
Two women, which I afterward found 
were Mrs. Wiimerding and her daugh- 
ter,@were at the second-story window 
and were screaming for help. 
Lyeiled to them not to jump and almost in- 
atantly one of them jumped, falling on the 
ground. We ran a ladder which was short and 
were preparing to put the other extension 
when the other woman jumped. She struck 
on the ladder and bounced off, also 
falling on the lawn. We fought our 
way in the front door and up the stairs, 
which were one sheet of flames. We found 
Secretary Tracy and his younger daughter in 
an unconscious condition. We brought the 
young lady out the front way. She was still 
breathing slightly, although she was very far 
gone. Other men took the Secretary out the 
back way. No flames were coming from the 
basement floor and as far as Loan judge at 
present the fire originated in the first floor.“ 


A POLICEMAN’S HEROISM. 
Policeman Cattell was the first person to 
reach the Secretary’s room. Ha turned in the 
7 o’clock call at Pennsylvania avenue and 
Fifteenth street andthen walked up Seven- 
teenth street in the direction of the Seore- 
tary’s house. Just after crossing H street he 
heard noise and heard some 
one calling Are. Running to the corner 
he saw the flames pouring from the windows. 
He went to the tront door, but, it being locked, 
he turned and went to the basement door. 
Finding the door anlocked he entered the 
usé and made his way to the stairway and 

some diMoulty managed to press through 

‘and flames to the upper fioors. In 
the smoke-filled rooms the officer felt about to 
sec u he could find anyone and finally 
be entered the second-story back room. 

On tne floor was Something that impeded 
his progress. Stopping to see what it was he 
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| Giscovered it was the body of a person that 


‘afterward proved to be Secretary Tracy. The 


en- officer tried in vain to haul the Secretary over 
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eg Ontet Parris arrived, 
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tresties. They are all that remain of Miss 
Mary Tracy and of Josephine, the French 
maid. Miss Tracy evidently died from suffo- 
‘ation, although she was burned slightly in 
several places. The head that but 4 few 
hours ago was such a crown ot 
glory was singed and blackened 
and bloody. The hands and wrists 
were almost destitute of skin, and on the 
contracted and reddened fingers of the left 
hand glistened four rings. One was a diamond 
ring, another was simply plain gold, a third 
Was a narrow band of blue enamel! set in gold 
and the other was the edge of a $10 gold piece. 
There was no expression of pain on the 
features, and death must have come before 
disfigurement. 

On the other side of the room under a rub- 

ber cover was a charred mass of human flesh, 
twisted and warped beyond all recognition 
and supposed to be the remains of the French 
maid. The flesh was completely burned off 
the head and shoulders and from the 
facial bones the teeth grinned horribly. 
The body was drawn up as if to 
present the least possible surface to the de- 
vouring clement, and it was evident that the 
great destroyer had made his eummons full of 
torture. 
The bodies of Mrs. RES 7A Tracy will be 
taken to the White House thig afternoon. Seo- 
retary Tracy will be mevei.to the same place 
to-morrow. 

1:20 p. m.—President Haxrieon 3 returned 
from the bedside of Secretary Tracy, who he 
reports resting as comfortably as can be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. Ahout 1) 
o’clock Mr. Tracy recovered consciousness and 
asked President Harrison where Mrs.Tracy was. 
The President could not answer the question. 
Mr. Tracy, evidently feeling that her escapes 
was almost impossible, asked, Is she dead?“ 
Still the President did not answer the ques- 
tion of his friend, and Mr. Tracy apparently 
realizing the truth from the President's hesi- 
tancy at once swooned and remained uncon- 
scious for half an hour. Recovering, he 
asked for his daughters. The President told 
the Secretary that his daughter Mary was 
dead and again Mr. Tracy swooned. Secre- 
tary Tracy’s physicians say that he is out of 


danger. 
THE CHANCES OF RECOVERY. 


Dr. Wales, who is one of the pbysicians in 
attendance upon Secretary Tracy, said this 
afternoon that the Secretary was getting along 
very well and that the only danger now to be 
feared las that the smoke in his lungs will 
cause bronchitis. The Secretary, he 
said, was bearing up bravely in 
his great affiiotion. His greatest 
anxiety was in regard to his wife, and the first 
words uttered by him on regaining conscious- 
ness was to urge them to save her lite. Save 
her! save ber!’’ he cried piteously, and 
then relapsed into a state of insensi- 
bility. It lasted a shoré time only, how- 
ever, and he again called out to the doc- 
tors to leave him and save her. He subse- 
quently inguired for his daughter and told the 
doctors that she, too, must be saved. Finally 
it was concluded that the beat course would 
be to tell him the truth, as the terrible sus- 
pense he was suffering might retard his 
own recovery. The President was with 
him atthe time and it was from his lips 
that he learned the sad news that his 
| wife and daughter werg dead. The blow was 
a terrible one, but he steod.it with ‘fortitude 
and soon after fell Into a restless sleep. Dr. 
Wales said that the Secretary’s breath was 
still saturaced with the smoke he had inhaled, 
but there was a slow and steady improvement 
in his general symptoms. 

TO WEAK TO BE REMOVED. 

The President and Mr. Halford remained at 
the house until late in the afternoon. The 
President suggested that the Secretary be re- 
moved to the White House - but the 
physicians advised against any disturbance 
for forty-eight hours. They thought he would 
be strong enough for removal by that 
time. The President siso suggested that 
the bodies of Mrs. Tracy and Miss Tracy be 
taken to the White House and that tue funeral 
take place from there. The removal will be 
made this afternoon. 

Secretaries Windom and Noble and Senators 
Hiscock and Chandler were among the first to 
call at Judge Davis’ house. Mrs. 
Harrison also called at Judge Davis’ 
to inguire after the Secretary’s condition, but 
she did not enter the house. Mr. James G. 
Blaine, Jr., also called at the house several 
times during the day. He bore messages of 
condolence from Secretary Blaine. The latter 
is bearing up well in his own great affliction, 
and went out fora walk during the afternoon 
with hig son, Emmons. The President re- 
mained with Secretary Tracy until 2 o’clock, 
when he went to the White House. 

The bodies of Miss Tracy and the servant 
(since identified as the French nurse, Jo- 
sephine Morell) were this afternoon removed 
temporarily to the residence of Attorney- 
General Miller, on Massachusetts avenue, 
where the body of Mrs. Tracy was taken this 
morning. 


Another Account, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 3.—Mrs. Tracy, 
wife of Secretary Tracy, Miss Traby, his 
youngest daughter, and Josephine, a French 
maid, as a result of a fire in Secretary Tracy’s 
house this morning, now lie déad. 

Secretary Tracy is in a stupor, suffering from 
the effects of inhaling smoke. 

Mrs. Wilmerding, the eldest daughter of 
Secretary Tracy, isin a semi-conscious con- 
dition, suffering from a sprained wrist and 
soreness. Miss Alice Wilmerding, 18 years of 
age, Secretary Tracy’s granddaughter, is 
suffering from nervous prostration and shock. 

It was about8o’clock this morninn when 
flames were seen issuing fromthe windows 
and roof of Seéretary Tracy’s handsome resi- 
dence, No. 1641 I street, Northwest, The 
neighborhood had not yet awakened and all 
around was still. Within the residence noth- 
ing was heard except the cracking ot the 
flames as with great tongues ot fire they came 
out of the windows of the top floor. soon the 
front door of the mansion was opened and two 
male servants were seen to emerge and run 
for thelr lives. Figures robed in white then 
appeared atthe windows. The fire gained 
headway rapidly and although the Fire De- 
partment responded promptly, the residence 
was enveloped in flames when they arr!ved. 

LEAPED FROM THE WINDOW. ö 

Secretary and Mrs. Tracy occupied the back 
room on the sesond story.

MISS TRACY'S FATS. 

Miss Tracy, the Secretary’s unmarried 
daughter, occupied the third story front room 
and meta terrible fate. The young lady could. 
be seen at the window In the light that flick- 
ered in between the blinding smoke and 
flames, clad in a white robe, her hands tn the 
attitude of prayer and her face uplifted to 
heseven. The flames gradually hemmed her 
in and she finally sank to the floor, ‘only to be 
recognized again by her charred remains. A 
French maid, Josephine, meta similar fate in 
an adjoining room, where her charred and 
dlacken ed remains were found. 

MRS. WILMERDING AND HER DAUGHTER. 

Mrs. Wilmerding, Secretary Tracy’s mar- 
ried daughter and her daughter, Miss Alice, 
occupied the second story front room on the 
same floor with Secretary and Mrs. Tracy. 
Both she and her daughter jumped from the 
windows to the grass terrace below ahd while 
the shock to both was severe, neither re- 
celved, sofar as now apparent, any serious 
injury. Mrs. Wilmerding had her right wrist 
badly sprained. the is lying hysterical and 
ina half-dazed condition, bat is rapidly im- 
proving under treatment. Miss Alice is suf- 
fering from the shock. 

The bodies of Mrs. Tracy and Miss Tracy, 
have been removed tothe residence of At- 
torney-General Miller. Mrs. and Miss Wil- 
merding are at Dr. Baxter’s, but will, during 
the day, be taken to the residence of Senator 
Hale, Secretary Tracy remains at Mr. Ban- 
croft Davis’ home, 

Around all these residences great crowds 
congregated as soon as the sad news spread, 
and have remained all during the morning. 
Carriages and messengers are stopping at the 
doors momentarily. 

A SAD CITY. 

With Mrs. Tracy and Miss Tracy and Mrs. 
Coppinger, Secretary Blane’s daughter, all 
lying dead, Secretary Tracy seriously ill and 
his nealth permanently impaired, govern- 
mental circles to-day are enshrouded in sad- 
ness and gloom. 

President Harrison as soon as he heard of 
the calamity sent assistance from the Ex- 
ecutive mansion to ald the bereaved familly, 
and followed himself to inquire what assist- 
ance he could render, and at this hour—l1:45 
a. m.—is still with Mr. Tracy. The members 
of the Cabinet, with whom Secretary Tracy 
was very popular, were among the first to 
call. They were all shocked beyond measure 
at the calamity and placed their respective 
houses at the disposal of the afflieted family. 


As soon as Secretary Tracy can be moved 
with safety he will be taken to the Executive 
mansion. 


Cause of the Fire, 


WasuInoton, D. C., Feb. 8.—There are 
several stories as to the cause of the fire, but 
the most plausible one appears to be that it 


was the result of a defective fue. The insur- 
ance on the Tracy house amounts to $25,000. 


Secretary Tracy and His Family. 


Benjamin F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy, 
was born at Owego, N. T., about sixty years 
ago. He was educated at the public schools 


in his native town and at the Owego 
Academy. After leaving school Gen. We 
studied iaw in the office of Nathaniel . 
Davis and was admitted to the bar in 1851. In 
1853 he was elected District Attorney of Tioga 
County and he was re-éiected two years 
later. In 186lhe was elected a member of 
the Assembly at Albany, but the next year he 
raised two regiments—the One Hundred and 
Ninth and the One Hundred and 
Thirty-seventh New York

came colonel. Col. Tracy served with his 
regiment inthe Army of the Potomac. He 
was in the thick of the fight in the battie of

Decided Sensation Produced in 
Court at the Termination 
of the Trial. 


History of the Case—Origin ef the Articles 
on “Parnellism and Crime”’—How the

The withdrawal was 
also announced of the action brought 
by Mr. Henry Campbell, Mr. Parneli’s 
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Charles Stewart Parnell.

Mr, Par- 
nell was present: He looked well. The an- 
nouncement of the results of the actions 
caused a sensation fn the court room. 

It is stated that the Times will pay Mr. Oamp- 
bell £200 damages besides meeting all the 
costs of his action. 


History of the Case. 


The case which the great Irish leader has 
ust compromised is the outcome of probably 
the most stupendous legal investigation in 
history. In order to hoodwink the English 
democracy the London Times undértook to 


establish the essential unity of ‘‘Parnellism,’’ 
so-called, meaning the home rule movement, 
with ‘‘orime,’’ so-called, meaning the Irish- 
American attitude to Engiand. To this task 
the London Times addressed itself with more 
good will than good judgment. The 
therefore printed the following letters which 
it — second-hand from Rich 

ott: 
“4 THE PIGGOTT LETTERS. 

Sept. 1, 1882, 

DEAR E:—What are those fellows waiting 
for? The inaction is inexcusable, best 
men are in prison and nothing is being done, 

Let there be an end to this hesitancy.

EIGBT DOLLARS ZO NEW OBLBANS. 


The Saengerfest Rate Cut in Half by St. 
Leuis Lines. 


‘The representatives of the lines in the St. 
Louis Passenger Agents’ Association that are 
interested in New Orleans business met at 
noon to-day and reduced the excursion rate 
to the New Orleans Saengerfest. This 
will have the effect of celming a large 


number of irate citizens who have for months 
been making arrangements to attend the an- 
nual fest. 

The rate fixed by the association previously 
was is tor the round trip. This was based 
upon the Chicago rate of $20. The Milwaukee 
rate Was $22.50, being half rate from Milwaukee 
to Chicago plus the special rate from Chicago 
to New Orleans and return. On Friday 
the lilinois Central, which is the rate-making 
line from Chicago to New Orieans, as is the 
Cairo Short Line from St. Louls to New 
Orleans, announced that it had cut the rate 
from Chicagoto $10. This action placed St. 
Louis at a disadvantage of $6 though it is 
several hundred miies nearer New Orleans 
than is Chicago. 

The St. Louis lines made no change in their 
rate and could not tell the representatives of 
the singing societies whether any change 
would be wade or not. That being the condi- 
tion of affairs an indignation meeting was held 
in Central Turner Hall yesterday afternoon, 
attended by representatives of all the singing 
societies that have been in training 
for the fest. Speeches indicative 
of the feeling on the subject were made. Fuel 
was added to the flame by the receipt of a 
telegram from the Executive Committee of the 
fest in New Orleans, asking if it was true that 
the St. Louis societies had decided in view of 
the discrimination in the matter of rates not to 
attend the fest. The St. Louis singers will be 
one-third of the whole number attending and 
the largest body attending m one city. 
Five hundred voices will be furnished by 
this city, and so large a number will be abie 
to carry the chorus no matter what the 
smaller body of singe ©. Chicago will only 
send 240 voices. The retusal ot the St. Louls 
singers to attend would then mean the failure 
of the fest. 

After a full discussion of the matter the fol- 
lowing were appointed a committee to confer 
with the railroads to make the best arrange- 
ment possibie for the entire 8t. Louis con- 
tingent: Charles Schwieckhardt, 
Schmidt, Albert Bornmueller, and O. H. F. 
Robfiing, ex-officio. 

The meeting of the Passenger Association 
was held in the office of H. 8. DePew, Traffic 
Manager of the Mobile & Obio Railway, and 
was attended by H. C. Townsend, General 
Passenger Agent of the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railway; John W. 
Mass, Division Passenger ent of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railway, 
and „ Blue, General Passenger and 
Freight Agent of the Cairo Short Line. The 
rate was reduced from $16 to $8, being cut in 
half, as was the Chicago rate. Tickets will be 
placed on sale February 9, 10 aud 11. The 
Saengerfest opens in New Orleans on Febru- 
ary 12, and tickets will be good returning any 
time up to February 21. 


LOST IN A HURRICANE, 


Perils Encountered by Gloucester Fisher- 
men—Fate of the Alice M. Stropt. 


GLOUCESER, Mass., Feb. 3.— The experiences 
told by our fishermen arriving from the 
banks are the most herrowing that have Deen 
related by them for many years. The weather 
on the North Atlantic, always boisterous in 
January, has been phenomenally so this 
winter. The fishermen unanimously pro- 
nounce it the worst they have ever ex- 
perienced. A series of heavy westerly gales, 
increasing at times to hurricane force, has 
swept over the banks of Newfoundland for 
the last six weeks which has been in contrast 
with the fine weather prevailing along the 
coast from Cape Sable to Cape Hatteras. 

The reports continue to come in eyery day 
on thelr arrival of terrifle and unparalleled 
disturbances of old ocean. Our fishermen, 
who are known to face all dangers on the 
ocean, resorting as they do to every bank from 
Greenland to Key West, are always subjected 
tothe severest hardships. Probably no class 
of men that go on the ocean pass through 
such a trying ordeal as our fishermen, for 
never a storm biows but some of them are 
exposed to the furious biasts, and about every 
day brings tidings of loss of life and suffering 
among those who man the fishing fleet. It eould 


not beexpeocted afterthe hurricanes that 
have been reported sweeping over Grand 
Bank that the fishing vessels in that vicinity 
should all eseape its fury, and those who 
had friends among them have for days, with 
anxions hearts, been looking for their loved 
ones to return. 80 far as known, the only 
vessel from among the fleet that is overdue, 
the is schooner Alice M. Stropt, which salied 
from this port DecemberGona fresh halibut 
trip to Grand Bank, putting in to Halifax De- 
cember 9. 

Salling from there she was last spoken on 
the bank January 5 by schooners Willie, M. 8. 
Stevens and Gladstone, at which time she 
salled for home. Since then she bas not been 
heard from, and it is thought she was lost in 
the hurricane of January 9. As the time has 
elapsed for making such a voyage, the owners 
have given her up as never to return. She 
carried a crew of fourteen men who were all 
provincialiste with one exception. Besides 
three widows and four fatherless children, 
nearly all of them left parents, brothers and 
sisters in the provinces.

HIS MIND NOT MADE UP. 


DR. J. P. GREENE IN DOUBT ABOUT THE AL- 
LIANCE PRESIDENCY. 


He Thinks the Ministers Ought Not to Have 
Elected Him When He Was Not Present, 
Bat Will Probably Accept~-The Minis- 
ters’ Meetings To-Day—The Lafayette 
Park Church Making Up for Lest Time. 


Dr. J. P. Greene, the pastor of the Third 
Baptist Chureh, who was elected president of 
the Evangelical Alliance atthe last meeting, 
was seen this morning and asked whether he 
would accept thatoffice or not.

Protest Issued by the Northern Pacific Trat. 
file Depatment. a 
CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—A dispatch from St. Paul, 
Minn., says: The traffic department of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad has issued a circu- 
lar addressed to general passenger agents 
protesting against the preparation of tickets 
to Puget Sound points via the Union Pacific to 
Portland and thence westward over the North - 
ern Pacific.

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THREE JUDGES HAND DOWN DECISIONS 
AND RULINGS. 
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Judge Fisher en the Homestead Law of 
This State and [lis Ruling in a Peculiar 
Case—Nothing in the Statutes te Base a 
Decision On—Rulings by Judges Klein, 
Fisher and Valliant. 0 


The February term of the Circuit Oourt 
opened this morning and after holding court 
for afew moments the judges adjourned to 
meet in general session in Court Room No.4. 
Judge Valliant presided and Judge Klein was 
the only Judge absent.

a suit arising under the provisions 
of our homestead Jaws, and is exceptional and 
lar. The statutes of this State make the 
ollowing provision in relation to homesteads: 
‘The homestead of every housekeeper or head 
of a family consisting of a dweiling- house and 
appurtenances and the land used in connec- 
tion therewith. not exceeding the amount and 
Value therein limited, which is or 
shall be used by such house- 
keeper or head of 2 famfly, 
as auch homestead, shall together with the 
rents, issues and profite thereof be exempt 
from attachment and execution, except as 
herein provided. Such homestead in the 
country shall not exceed more than 160 acres 
of land, nor exceed the total value of $1,500; 
and in cities baying a population of 
40, 000 and more such home- 

stead shall not include more 
eighteen square roods of ground, or exceed 
the total value of $3,000; and In cities having a 
opulation of 10,000 inhabitants and lest than 
,000, such homestead shall not include more

and in cities and incorporated towns and 
Villages having a population of less than 
10,900, sald nomestead shail not include more 
than Ove acres of ground or exceed the total 
value of $1,500.’ Soc. 5,439 further provides 
that, ‘If any such housekeeper or head of a 
family shall die leaving a widow or any mioor 
children his homestead to the value of afore- 
said shall pass to and rest in such 
window or children, or if there de 
both, to such widow and children, and 
Shall continue for their benefit without 
being subject to the payment of tue debts of 
the deceased, unless legally charged thereon 
in his lifetime, until the youngest child shail 


att legal majority and until the death of 
widaw; and such homestead shell upon 
e death of such housekesper or bead of 


family be limited to that period. 
the right, title and interest of the 
deceased housekeeper or head of 
a family in the premises accept the estate of 
the nomestead, thus continued, shal! be sub- 
jectto the laws relating to devise, descent, 
dower, partition and sale for the payment of 
the debts of deceased. It will be seen from 
these statutory provisions that upon the death 
of a husband who had a homestead, the wife, 
if she survive him, takee a life estate in such 
bomestead, subject only to the right of the 
minor children, it there are any, to use and 
occupy it with her untit they have become of 
age.’ 
THE FACTS IN THE CASE 
under consideration are as foliows: The hus- 
band of defendant, Ann McDonald, died some 
years ago leaving, besides his widow, seven 
mall children, three of whom are now 
minors. The husband at the time of bis death 
Was possessed of a homestead in this 
olty. The widow and minor children 
continued to occupy the homestead 
but failed to pay the taxes that 
were assessed against it. Suit was brought 
by the Collector on the tax bills, and judg- 
ment obtained and the property advertised 
and sold about June last. After paying the 
judgment and costs of the proceeds of the 
ale, there remains a surplus of something 
over $900, and the question is what disposition 
is to be made of this surplus. The 
sale of tho property destroyed 
the homestead and only the proceeds 
remain. The statute makes no provision for 
acase of thir racter. Where the bome- 
stead isaffecte.. y proceedings in partition, 
the court is given power by specificenactment 
to preserve the homestead, and if in making 
Partition it becomes necessary to sell it, the 
court is aut Wized to invest the proceeds 
equal to the va ze of the homestead ina new 
bomeastead, which is a wise provision. But 
the authority there given does not reach 
such a case as this, and there is 
no power or law whereby the court can direct 
this fund to be reinvested ma homestead for 
the benetit of the parties cntitied to it. It 
would be well if there were such a provision 
but there is not, aud the court must there 
fore order this fund to be divided among the 
—— interested according to their respec- 
ive rights under the general rules of equity. 
This can not be done 
WITH EXACT PRECISION 
because of the difficulty of determining the 
value of the right of these minors to the occu- 
pancy of the homestead during the remainder 
oftheir minority. Dut as they are nearly of 
agethatis not importantand as the home- 
stead is gone and the court cannot invest this 
fundin another, that right will be lost to 
them. * * In the absence ef any statute 
applying the general rules of 
law and equity, I eonciude that 
the fund should be dispused of 
as foliows: The life interest 
of the widow in the fund shall be determined 
under the American tables; from her interest 
go determined shall be paid the plaintiff's 
lien adjudged her heretofore and shall 
be charged with the amount of judgment and 
costs for which the last sale was made, and 
what remains of her lite interest shall be paid 
to her. Theremainder of the fund shall be 
divided equally among the seven children.

The Secretary of the Treasury’s Judicial

reins of the State 

3 Government over to 
the Démocratic authorities. Never on earth 
was there a more disgusting state of political 
affaires than iets in lilinois to-day under Re- 
publican rule. Take for instance one depart- 
ment, that of State Charities. By the last 
quarterly report of the Illinois State Board of 
Charities, it is shown over the signiture of the 
Secretary and President of the comuiission 
having the matter in charge, that nearly 
$1,500,000 im spent annually in the support of 
the eleemosyuary institutions of the State. 
This is no less than it hds been for years, and 
in fact the amount has been steadily on the 
increase. And the long suffering and forbear- 
lag tax-payers have stood it without a mur- 
mur. But a time comes when kor- 
bearance ceases to be a virtue, and within 
the past few months some things have trans- 
pired that will have a large influence in bring- 
ing the people ef the State to a realization of 
the fact that it will be better to have a change 
in the administration of public affairs. The 
condition of affairs in the Du Page County 
alme-house bas been thoroughly aired and 
is pretty well Anown to the general public. A 
ring of Republican politicians aud office- 
holders has had charge of the ap- 
propriations for years and years. They have 
organigag..and pérpetuated a system of 
not only cheating the State, but robbing and 
starving the poor unfortunates till nature re- 
bels and cries out for justice. The hewspapers 
have thoroughly ventilated the outrages in 
Du Page County and it has been conclusively 
shown that a more brutal and inbuman system 
of treating the inmates of an alms house never 
before existed in a civilized country. 

The next case is that of the Institution for 
the Education of the Blind at Jacksonville, in 
which'# similar condition seems to exist and 
ite true inwardness is being broaght to light. 
Here it appears that as a punishment of these 
poor benighted children, for the most trivial 
offenses, many of themjpurelyjimaginary, they 


have deen put upon a diet of 
bread and water from three to 
one hundred and fifty mesis. And this 


has been continued in some cases until inter- 
fered with by the attending physician on the 
ground that fatal disease might ensue. Not 
only this, Out scholars, as it is reported, have 
been beaten with lath and staves by at- 
tendants who have neither discretion or in- 
telligence to havethe care of children, nor 
humanity sufficient to warrant them in being 
placed in charge ofeven dumb brutes. 

The two cases referred to are the ones re- 
cently brought to the attention of the public, 
and it is more than likely that the 
dame condition of affairs exists to-day 
at many other institutions of like character 
inthe State, and on account of the recent 
disclosures may soon be brought to the notice 
of the pubiic. 

Now, it may not be out of place to call at- 
tention tothe fact that the State of Illinois 
— 23 a man, at asalary of $5,500 « year, to 
look after just such cases as have been alluded 
to. Thismanis the Rev. Frederick Wines, 
Secretary of the State Board of Charities. He 
is not in lilinols, and has not been for a 
month.

Escape From the Upper Floors Cut Off— 

A Herrible Spectacle. 
IX * OSTON, Mass., Feb.

The . building was 
No. 261 North street, a 
three-story tenement 
occupied by Italians, 
and is right in the 
heart of the Italian quarters. 

The quarrel took place in a back room on 
the first floor. A neighvor saw tiie occurrence 
from his window. Three men were quarrel- 
ing violently, when one picked up & lamp and 
threw it at one of ‘the others. The lamp ex- 
ploded and spread tke burning oil all over the 
room. Ina moment or two the fire worked 
ite way through the wooden partition between 
the room andthe only flight of steps to tne up- 
per stories. The stairs burned like tinder and 
before the frightened tenants knew what was 
happening the only mode of egress was en- 
tirely cut off. In ten minutes the building 
was given up for lost, and all efforts were di- 
rected toward saving, if possible, a few lives, 
This was an almost hopeless task, as the 
flames were bursting through the doors and 
windows, and the firemen could not approach 
them. 

Two untortunates badly burned and half 
crazed with fright jumped from the rear win- 
dows on the third floor on to a one story shed 


“and lay there still conscious with broken 


bones and scorched flesh yelling and scream- 
ing, but beyond the reach of aid. 
AN AWFUL SPECTACLE. 

In a very short time the whole building 
was flooded with water, and the 
fiamés sibdued and not until thep did the 
horror of the situation become fully known. 
Uuder one of the windows on the third floor 
was found the charred and twisted remains of 
a human being, who had evidently died in the 
most horrible agony. The hands were 
clasped together in an attitude of prayer. 
In other rooms ou the same floor were other 
sights equally as horrible. Seven other human 
beings were found whére * had been 
Griven by the ferocity of the flames below. 
They were all charred and burned and some 
torn to pleces — the falling timbers. 
Is was with difficulty that these masses cf 
burned and blackened fiesh were identified. 
In another part of the building were found 
the bodies of two small children, evidently 
deserted at the last moment by their parents, 
The eleventh victim, an unknown man, died 
at the hospital shortiy after being taken 


there.

MOUNT VERNON’S MYSTERY. 


A Remarkable Case to Be Decided by the 
Lawrences County (Mo.)

Mount VERNON, Mo., Feb. 3.—A most re- 
markable, and at present inexplicable, case is 
being tried here before the Lawrence County 
Cireut Court.

Lor. OOPPINGER. 

Lieut.-Col. John J. Coppinger, the husband 
Of Alice Blaine Coppinger, is an Irishman by 
birth, belonging to an old Catholic family hav- 
ing a country-seat in the neighborhood of 
Oork. When a very young mab he entered 
the English army as ensign, but seeing no 
chance of being engaged in active service, 
resigned his commission and entered the 
Papal Zouaves. He served against the Gari- 
Daldians, distinguishing himself in several 
sharp actions. In 1861, on the outbreak 
of the rebellion, he came to this 
country and offered hie services to 
the Government, resisting several urgent 
proffers of hign rank inthe rebel army. His 
recommendations were of such a nature that 
he was at once given a commission as captain 
in the Fourteenth Regulars. He was engaged 
In disciplining the ievies as they came to 
Washington until 1962, when bis regiment was 
attached to Sykes’ regular division of the 
Fifth Corps. At the battle of Manaseas, while 
leading his company, he received a severe 
wound, Which kept bim ip hospital until just 
before the battle of Gettysburg. In that en- 
gauvement be was twice wounded, but re- 
mained with his command until the 
close of de day. For gé@llantry in 
action he was promoted to a _ colonelcy 
and until the close of the Rebellion cou 
manded aregiment of cavalry under Sheri- 
dan, engaging in many actions and winning a 
high reputation for gallantry. After being 
mustered out of the volunteer service he went 
West with his regiment, and was engaged ina 
number of Indian campaigns in New Mexico, 
Arizona and California. In 1878 he was pro- 
moted to a majority in the Tenth Infantry, 
and shortly afterwards to a eolonelcy in the 
Kighteenth Infantry, which position henow 
holds. He served for some time as In- 
spector-General of Missouri, and bas re- 
cently been assigned to the duty of 


inspecting the different reeruiting stations. 
He has been continuously in the service since 


1861.

ST. LOUIS HAS THE CASH. 


THE NEW YORK FUND WILL BE DUPLI- 
CATED IN THIS CITY. 


How the Issue of Bonds to Be Made in 
Case the World’s Fair Is Looated in This 
City Will Be Managed—Patriotic Citizens 
Agree to Guarantee the Issue of Bonds, 


ITHIN a few weeks 
itis confidently pre- 
dicted that steps will 
Ide taken which win 
‘insure to St. Louis 
fully as large, if not 
a larger, fund for the 
World’s Fair than 
that of New York, 
even should the loan 
of $10,000,000 by thas 
clty be authorized by 
the Legisiatute on 
terms such as the 
sity of 8. Louis 
would be wilting to to accept. For several days 
there have been quiet consultations between 
a number of the leading business men of the 
city in reference to raising a fund which 
would place St. Louis on an equal footing 
with ite principal rival. 
IT HAS BEEN AGREED 
that the manner in which the money shall be 
raised will be by placing bonds on the market 
and selling them at pubiic sale. In order to 
do this a company will have to be ineorpo- 
rated under the laws of the State. When the 
news wus first received that New York was to 
raise $10,000,000 outside of the individual sub- 
scriptions, the friends of &t. Louls were 
greatly discouraged, but did not despair. A 
number of the members of the Committee of 
Two Hundred met, aad the situation 
was fully discussed. An agreement was 
reached in accordance with the terms 
of which from forty to fifty of the wealthiest 
and best known citizens of St. Louis were to 
undertake to place bonds amounting to $10,- 
000,000, and thus bring St. Louis to an equality 
with New York. It was deemed best to do 
nothing until the question of iocation 
should be decided upon, as the public 
subscriptions to bonds contingent upon a 
decision of Congress would not, it was be- 
liewed, be readily taken. It was acknowledged 
that a mere promise to raise the réquired 
amount by bond, without any specific re- 
sponsibility or assurance that it would 
be done, would not prove satisfactory 
to Congress. A large number of citizens 
therefore patriotically agreed that if neoces- 
sary they themselves would guarantee the 
amount, agreeing to make good any deficiency 
that might occur. 
THE SIGNATURES 
of these gentiemen are good for a much larger 
amount than the entire contemplated bond 
issued and will be ample security tor the ralis- 
ing of the fund. In order to insure these 
gentiemen against loss it is contemplated that 
bonds shall be issued to the amount of two or 
three millions above the $10,000,000 = — 
and shall be a first lien upon 
ceipts of the Exposition. The detalls have 
not yet been arranged, but the bonds will bear 
a fair rate of interest and be secured by ample 
indorseménts. Shotild the question of the 
World’s Fair location be decidéd in favor of 
St. Louis, a meeting of the Committee of Two 
Hundred will be called, and the mattef of the 
bond issue be laid before it. The next move 
wil) be to call a public meeting, at which sub- 
scriptions forthe bonds will be requested. 
Pledges for mote than half the amount have 
—— 15 been given, and no difficulty is antici- 
pated in raising the rest. 
THOSE WHO INVEST 
will stand no chance of — 2 anything, as 
the full amount will be guaranteed by many 
business men of undoubted responsibility. 
Judging from the ¢éxperience of previous 
fairs the receipts above or will not 
only be sufficient to meet tle bounds, but also 
to give the subscribers to the ori- 
inal guarantee fund — handsome 
return upon their investment. Everything 
above the prineipaland interest of the bonds 
will belong to the holders of stock Who, it is 
estimated, wiilreceive a larger return on the 
investment than the bondholders. Securities 
of this kind will, it is ounfidently predicted, 
sell much more readily than the bonds pro- 
posed to be issued by New York, as the latter 
are based upon a law of doubtful constitu- 
tionality, and the fund is to be handled by 
men appointed for yee reasons, while the 
St. Louls bonds will be based on the guaran- 
tee of men of unquestioned responsibility and 
the receipts of the Fair, while the manage- 
ment will be in the hands of those who have 
contributed the money.

THE AMERICAN FLEET. 


Mevements ofthe Squadron of Evolution— 
Anchored at Carthagena. 


EQUADRON OF EVOLUTION, COARTINAGENA, 
Spain, Jan. 17.—At break of day the squadron 
was under weigh and steaming toward Europa 
Point in column formation. As we came 
abreast of H. M. 8. Benbow her band, which 
was stationed on the superstructure, struck 
un Sweet Chiming Bells, and as her guard 
presented arms to the star-spangied banner, 


officers and men with one accord waved usa 
kindly farewell. Rounding Europa Point we 
passed between the grim and majestic pillars 
of Hercules, and the waters of the Mediter- 
ranean in unbroken calm opened before us. 
This morning we passed the rocky, 
barren and precipitous cliffs which rise on 
either side of the entrance to the harbor of 
Carthagena and were boarded by a Goven- 
ment pilot. The harbor, which is well pro- 
tected by two magnificent breakwaters, is 
about three-quarters of a mile wide at the 
ntrapce. A series of granite fortifications 

ullt at short intervals along the cliffs give it 
quite an impregnable appearance. The naval 
Arsenal seems to occupy almost half the oltr, 
and the other half is obscured by large 
yellow painted public buildings along 
the water from it. Two romantic-looking 
Ccasties stand on the heights above 
the cliffs and a Roman tower is visible. The 
city is walled in. The houses are painted 
white and are flat:ioofed. Quite a number of 
werchants are in the harbor, the majority 
Aying the British fag. They are loading lead 
ore and grass, the principal exports of Car- 
thagena. a 

The four ships of the squadron are moored 
about acable’s length apart in the harbor, 
the sterns being tied to the breakwater. After 
the squadron was moored the Chicago fired 
a national salute with the Spanish flag 
at the main which was auswered directly 
by a battery on shore. Afull Admiral’s flag 


frigate the Chicago next saluted that with 
seventeen guns and the frigate replied with 
thirteen for Rear-Admiral Walker. 

During the passage yesterday the squadron 
had ordinary steaming tactics, the vessels 
steaming along at a rate of 11.8 knots per 
hour. The weatner has been beautifully mila 
of late and the cases of influenza seem to be 
onthe decrease. Several Spanish ironclads 
are lying in the dock yard out of commission.

WATCHING THEIR POWDER MLS. 


The Dupent Works Threatened With De- 
struction by Discharged Employes. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

WILMINGTOM, Del., Feb. 8.—With armed 
entries pacing to and fro around all of the 
milis and stables of the E. L. Dupont & Co.’s 
Powder-works onthe Brandywine, near this 
city, and at every outlet from the plant, the 
acene is strongly suggestive of war times, es- 
pecially as the property they are guarding is 
mostly of powder. The repeated attempts 


last week to set fire to several of the powder 
manufactories by liberally strewing matches 
in places where they would  prob- 
ably be ignited by friction have put the Du- 
ponts and the residents of Dupont Banks upon 
their mettie and every precaution is being 
taken to frustrate the plans of the fire fiends. 
Kvery resident of Dupont Banks, including 
the Duponts themselves, is quaking for fear 
the powder mille will go up. Some of the 
people are afraid to retire and not a few talk 
of moving to asafer place. In the event of 
an explosion taking place such as has been 
attempted, itis most probable thatthe whole 
surrounding country would be devastated. 
The Dupont powder works are the largest in 
the country and cover an area of three miles 

lengtly. It ie believed that the would-be 
exploders are part of a gang of twenty-five who 
since the death of Henry Dupont, which oo- 
curred some months ago, have been dis- 
charged on account of their uselessness. 
While the General lived these men were re- 
tained, but as soon as he died they were dis- 
missed owing to more radical business meth- 
ods being adopted. The company has now 
but one good-sized barn left aud this accom- 
modates fifty head of horses and about 
twenty-five Jersey cows, besides eneral 
merchandise. There is much fear that this 
structure will be fired first, and watchmen are 
around it continually.

The in- 
dorsement asked for by Mr. Janssen was 
given unanimously, and, furthermore, he was 
accorded unlimited power to conduct the 
athletic affairs ofthe club in a manner which 
best agreed with his own ideas of athletic 
management. 

The club is not in as flourishing a condition 
financially as it might be, and to shorten the 
expense account Mr. Janssen, with the full 
concurrence of the Governing Board, decided 
to suspend the payment ofthe entrance fees 
of the club’s members to open games. 

This action seemed to give Ford an addition- 
al opportunity to unduly criticise Mr. Jans 
sen, and, through the medium of the athletic 
columns of a weekly sporting paper to which 
he is acontributor, he made several state- 
ments which Mr. Janssen construed into an 
ungentiemanly reflection, and he forthwith 
preferred the charges above alluded to, which 


occasioned an investigation by the Board of 
Governors ofthe Staten Island Athietic Club, 
and Ford was unanimously suspended from 
availing himself of the privileges ofthe club 
for vne month. 


The Menmou th Park Stakes. 


Work on the new track of the Monmouth 
Park Association is progressing tothe satis- 
faction of Mr. Withers and the gentlemen as- 
sociated with him, says the Mail and Erpress. 


The stakes that have already closed to be run 
during the season are the Lorillard, Mon- 
mouth Oaks, Stevens, Stockton, Omnibus and 
West End Hotel for 3-year-oids,anda the Hope- 
ful, July, Tyro, Saplirg, Junior, Champion, 
August, Criterion and Homebred Produce for 
2-year-olds, to whioh a total of $48,000 is 
added. Of the stakes to be closed on 
March 8 the Hollywood and Hack- 
ensack handicaps are new, the for- 
mer being for 2-year-old fillies and the 
latter for 3-year-olds. The Hackensack is a 
mile, and will be run early in the midsummer 
meeting. The Cape May, one mile and a fur- 
long, will be run late in the meeting, and the 
Jersey Handicap, one mile and a quarter, late 
in the second summer meeting. Thirty-eight 
stakes are now open, to close and name on 
Monday, Maroh 38, which will aleo be run dur- 
ing the approaching season, and the amount 
ad ied to these is $72,750, making a grand total 
of added money of $120,750. Nearly as much 
more will be given in purses, and seven races 
will take piace on Saturdays, six on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, and eight on the Fourth of 
July, the opening day.

The 
story runs that one summer evening as 
Sir Nicholas was walking in the deer 

ark at Oefn Mably with some guests an ath- 
etic man, leading an ass, upon which was bis 
wallet, approached and, respectfully saluting 
the company, said he humbly supposed that 
the huge gentieman he had theybonor of 
addressing was the strong Sir Nicholas 
Kemyes. The stranger being answered in the 
affirmative declared himself a noted Oornish 
wrestier, who had never been thrown, and 
that having heard from a Welshman, whom 
he had met at Bristol, of the great bodily 
strength of Sir Nicholas, had made this jour- 
ney to see his honor, adding that, if it were 
not too great an favor, he trusted Sir Nieh- 
olas would condescend to try ‘‘afall’’ with 
him.
